But that's not the important thing, as noticing all
the little pink ribbons being displayed, as well as tshirts, socks, hats, etc. This is
because October is National Breast Cancer Awareness Month. That's right the
month that reminds you to get that mammogram you have been pushing back.
| Breast cancer is the second most common kind of cancer in women. About 1in 8
women born today in the United States will get breast cancer at some point. Yes, it’s
scary, but here is the good news, many women can survive breast cancer if it's found
and treated early. A mammogram can help find breast cancer early. If you are 40-49
years old, talk with your doctor and ask them when you should start getting
screened. If you have a family history of breast cancer, you should start at an early
age for screening. Also, remember to do your monthly self-examination. Then, talk
with all your friends about the importance of screenings as well and offer
encouragement and support. No one particarly enjoys the test, but early detection
can save your life. You can also help by supporting organizations that raise money
for breast cancer research. The American Cancer Society has an annual event called,
Making Strides Against Breast Cancer. It'sa 3 or 1 mile walk helps raise funds for
research. You can walk as a team, get your company involved or sign up as an
individual.
